THE OLD STONE MILL.

How Newport's Ancient Myatery Hos Been
Saved From Decay.

Antiquarians and " archeeologists of
many a land have gazed upon Newport's
mystery of mysteries and sighed for
some revelation that would confirm
them in this theory or in that as to its
origin and the uses to which it was put.
But they have sighed in vain, although

-thi {ast snmyarr, pactionlarly, many enx-
ieties have been expreased and fell abou
the safety of the mysterious structure, to
gnze upon and examine which men have
come purposely from across distant
seas. Not a few archweologists have in-
spected it this summer, and many of
these gave it as their opinio. that unless
speedy measures were taken for a thor-
ough overhauling the grand oid structure
would rapidly decay and ere long tums-
ble into a heap of stones. Some
ago some English ivy was planted around
the old stone mill, and with the rapid
growth peculiar to its nature soon spread
in every direction until nearly every
inch of stone was covered up. About
twenty-four years since attention was
called to the fact that this ivy was ra
idly working destruction to the mill,
and thrusting out large quantities of
mortar, which caused the stones
(which many believe were handled
bly Norsemen, while others aver
that the structure was the work of
Druids) to be loosened, rendering the
whole pile in a dangerous condition.
The ivy was finally removed, and the
building resumed its original appear-
ance. Of late years the building has
been growing shaky, and finally public
attention was attracted to its condition
in a very forcible way. The city author-
ities took hold of the matter after some
delay and it is satisfactory to learn
from the committee's report that, al-
though the work of preservation has
been somewhat expensive, it iscomplete,
and that the old mill is now in oonvgition
to withstand for many years the destruc-
tive forces of the elements. How bad a
condition the curious structure was in
may be gathered from the fact that the
architect’s report states that the 1d mill
was found to be in an unstable and dan-
rous condition. The upg:.:r walls were
¥ cracked, and for abo t two feet
down from the top the old mortar had
almost entirely disappeared from be-
tween the stones. This portion of the
wall has now been laid in Portland
cement mortar, the stone’ being re-
moved individually and replaced in their
original position, and the joints have
been raked out ronghly, to preserve all
the characteristics of rude rubbie-work.
Where any new stones were re-
quired they were selected from
among the sea-worn ones on the beach,
care being exercised to obtain the same
class of s'~te and ite as was used
by the orig.2al builders centuries
T‘l,xe top of the wall has been
cemented over in a slightly rounded
form, to stop all future infiltrations of
storm water., Where the walls were |
cracked bond-stones have been inserted
across the scams, and all the work made
secure. The arches, piers, and upper
walling have been examined, and all
open joints filled in, the outer faces
having been left rough and open. All
the windows, mortices for beams, port-
holes, fireplaces, ete., have bien treated
in the same way. All the old portholes
and one window, which in the course of
time had been filled up with brick . ork,
were opened and left as originally built.
This brickwork was evidently the work
of late occupants, fitting the old mill
for their own uses, and not a portion of
the anc ent structare. The fact that the
mysterious old structure has been placed
in such thorough order will be most
gratifying news to readers interested in
archeology, particularly as the mill is
claimed to be the oldest structure in the
United States, and now restored to its
original appearance. - The citizens are
rejoicing over its complete restoration,
for they regard the old stone mill as one
of the things to be treasured more than
fine §old or precious stones.—Newport
(R. 1) Cor. Boston Journal,

by the German Crown Princess.

The German Crown Princess has done
a very laudable act of practical humane
ity in opening at her husband's estate of
Bomsted, near Potsdam, a kindergarten
for the children of the farm-laborers of
the estate. Here the little ones find
shelter, food and tuition while their
parents are working in the fields. The
institution is built after the fashion of
English workingmen's houses, and con-
tains a sitting or working room, a
kitchenl. a large slxleepin_ npm;hneut nndl'
av ar aen, wi a pia onn
Thﬂ:inmﬁ'ﬁ- brought tvl:il:!'.ht'sy E::utim-
tion at six o'clock in morning and
stay till nine in the evening, the
part of the time being given to play and

rest. In the morning they are made to
work in the garden ‘or three-quarters of
an hour, an:

in the evening for two
hours and a half, each child Ealng given
& separate iplama of garden land to take
care of- it is also itted to take home
the crop raised. ring the forenoon
and afternoon the children are ht,
for about two hours, dra 3 c!‘:ﬁng
and similar handiwork. dinner
they are put to sleep for two hours, as
also for & short time after they arrive in
the morning. An old matron takes
care of the babies, for whom a ne?nw
spot of the garden nearest to the house
and full of shade-trees has been set
aside. The Princess is a daily visitor at
the institution, and looks to it that the
little ones are well taken care of.— (-

THE GEEAT WEBST. ‘

{Address of J. Reid Dean of the gradustion exer
cives Thursday June 24.)

The Great West is that part of the
United States lying between the Rocky
mountains and the Pacific ocean. Its
area equals nearly one balf ot this en-
tire country. The population is not
very great al present, Lut is increasirg
at a rapid rate, and it will not be many
years until the vatio of inhabitants per
square mile will be as great as the most
populous stutes of the east. No
country or part of country ever in-
cressed so rapidly in population and
wealth &8 Lthe weslern portion of the
United States. Asearly asthe admin-
istration cf Jefferson an explering par-
ty was sent lo this Coast to make ex
plorations and take obeervations. After

thought fit only for the Indian and
grizzley besr. Little did the people in
the east think of the great wealth hid-
den in the denss forests and wild jun-
gles of “The Gireat West,” 8o little
interest did they manifest that this re-
gion was left to take care of itself un-
til several years afterward when trap-
pers and lhunters crosred the Rocky
mountaius. Bye and bye people kept
coming here till the great gold excite-
ment in California in 1849, when peo-
ple flocked to this cosst by thousands
in search of that precious metal of
which 50 much bas been found. The
sturdy pioneers who came hither in an
early day were confronted b - “rrible
and dargerous foein the Indian. Many
were the exciting struggles passed
through before the pioneers were firmly
established here,

Then came the great Civil war, dur-
the progress of which this coast was to
a great extent neglected. When the
gigautic struggle ceased, renewed inter-
est was taken and immigrants came Ly
thousands. Many people who had
livedin Missouri and neighboring states
during the progress of the war, and
who were afraid of their lives and
property at the close of that contest
formed trains and crossed the trackless
plams and rugged mountains to the
paradise of the world, “The Great
West.”

As to climate and productive quali-
ties “The Great West” cannot bs ex-
celled. Tuke for instance the climate
during the past winter; there has not
been enough ice for skating, or enough
8a0w, with one or two exceptions, to
coyer the ground, while in some of the
Easteru states the snow has been from

¥ | two to five feet deep, and the rivers

frozen nearly to the bottom. Peopla
who come here from the East
think it strange that we do our plow
ing and sowing in the winter, while
there the ground is frozen from two
to three feet deep.

The fruit culture which is yet in its
incipiency is destined to becoms one of
the sources of wealth for there is hard-
ly any kind of fruit known that this
coast cannot produce in abundance,
while in the East fruit can only be
raised in favored localities, and in lim-
ited quantities, and an inferior qualit

The timber of this coast cannot be
excolled even by Maine or Massschu-
setts. Ships at Puget SBound load
nearly every day with spars and other
timbers for shipbuilding and other pur-
poses in the East. The great need of
this coast is manufacturing establish-
ments.

The mining of coal which has just

been commenced will become = soures
of great wealth; as the coal is of & su
perior quality. The grain raised here
excels that cultivated in the East in
size and quality. Mining is still car-
ried on to & great extent thus furnish-
ing employment to hundreds of labor-
ers. It would be to the advantage cf
all on this coast if people would follow
more pursuits of livelihood; and thus
develop the country in every respect.
